The special functions belonging to Washington as the 
Nation’s Capital, and the circumstances attending its early 
history are the two factors which give a peculiar interest to 
the City’s present Architectural worth and to the plans made 
for its future development- 

Out of the City’s first growth, and out of the first stages 
of its formative period, certain Architectural traditions have 
been handed down which subsequent generations of our 
builders have, in a manner, upheld in their work. These tra¬ 
ditions fixed the character which our best public buildings 
now bear, and when departures have been made they only 
serve to throw out in stronger relief the far reaching vision 
of such men as Washington, Jefferson and L’ Enfant, Thorn¬ 
ton, Hoban, and Latrobe—men who possessed that largeness 
of conception which led them to plan, with unerring con¬ 
viction, for the Capital of a mighty nation instead of halting 
in doubting uncertainty for the future of the then struggling 
colonies newly joined together in a form of government still 
untried. 

And as this is true in public buildings, so, in a more 
limited way was a precedent furnished for private buildings, 
with this difference, that here a close following of the proto¬ 
type is precluded by the altered manner of living that has 
come in the train of later years, making the real purpose of 
the precedent fulfilled if the spirit which animated it is 
followed, rather than the mere letter of its form of expression. 
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To show the present trend of the city in this respect a 
large part of this catalogue is devoted to presenting in col¬ 
lected form the residence work of the past few years. 
While this presentation cannot be regarded in any sense as 
complete and some good examples are omitted on account of 
the conditions attending the publication of a volume of this 
kind, the collection may be considered as fairly representative 
of the types to be found here, and it is hoped that the end 
in view is a sufficient justification for including some resi¬ 
dences which have been previously published- 

Now is the critical time of he city’s growth, and the 
Architectural exhibition held each year by this club aims 
to set before the public the best current Architectural work 
as a factor in the further development of art. With the 
hope and belief that our efforts will aid in the final con¬ 
summation of the great project to make the City of Wash¬ 
ington a fitting expression of all that is best in this nation, 
the Sixth Annual Exhibition of the Washington Architectural 
Club takes its place.
